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PREFATORY. 


HE present volume is more of a selection than a 
complete record. Under the circumstances, con- 
sidering the vast number of recent American plays, 
it was impossible to bring all the titles together. I 
think, however, that the list given will be found to 
include all of the important examples of late native 
drama. It is to be regretted that many of our best 
plays by American authors still remain in manuscript, 
and we are fortunate, indeed, to possess in printed 
form Thomas’s “Alabama” and Fitch’s “ Nathan 
Hale”— plays containing dramatic work that must 
be taken on the very highest plane of modern drama. 
Without the assistance of several valued friends this 
list would have been deplorably incomplete. I 
hereby gratefully acknowledge my indebtedness to 
Wilberforce Eames of the Lenox Library, for sugges- 
tions and the loan of a number of useful bibliograph- 
ical aids; to Harry M. Lydenberg, for the collations
